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INTRODUCTION 


Members are frequently asked by individuals and community groups in their 
constituencies what funding support is available from the provincial government for 
their projects and programs, and how to apply for it. This directory outlines the wide 
range of funding available to non-profit organizations from the various ministries of 
the Government of Ontario as of August 1993. We hope this will provide a handy 


reference tool for Members in responding to their constituents. 


The directory is arranged alphabetically by ministry and lists available grant programs 
under relevant ministry branches. Funding information is organized into five main 
sections: first, the purpose of the grant; second, funding eligibility; third, the criteria 
that the proposed project should meet; fourth, all funding specifications are indicated; 
and finally, a ministry contact is included at the end of each section. Funding 
information was obtained by telephone interviews conducted with officials at the 
grants bureaus of each ministry and office (such as the Ontario Women’s Directorate) 
of the Ontario government. In addition, all available grants literature for non-profit 


organizations was consulted and updated with the help of each granting office. 


It is important to be aware of the limitations of this data. Because funding availability 
and priorities change frequently and rapidly, some grant programs listed in this 
directory may have ceased or been altered. At the same time, ministries that did not 
at the time of publication provide grants to non-profit organizations may since have 
created new funding programs. Readers should call the ministry contacts listed at the 


end of each grant description to determine what the current situation is.

In order to be considered for a grant, organizations must: 


e be non-profit breeder associations. 
Criteria: 
e Projects must meet objectives of program. 


Funding Specifications: 


e For dairy and beef, grants paid to breeder clubs are $5.00 per animal sold, to 
a maximum of $250 per sale. 


e For sheep, grants paid to breeder clubs are $1.00 per animal sold, to a 
maximum of $100 per sale. 


e For swine, grants paid to breeder clubs are $2.50 per animal sold, to a 
maximum of $100 per sale.

Special Livestock Act 


Purpose: 


e To encourage the improvement of livestock breeds raised for commercial 
purposes. 


Eligibility: 


In order to be considered for a grant, organizations must: 


e be non-profit breeder associations. 
Criteria: 
e Club sponsoring show must publish a comprehensive price list. 


Funding Specifications: 


e Grants of 25% of prize money for breeding stock (to a maximum of $100) are 
paid directly to breeder associations that sponsor special shows of cattle, 
swine, sheep, and goats. 


e Grants are restricted to one provincial show and such regional shows as may 
be approved by the Livestock Commissioner.

Grants to Local Poultry Associations 

Purpose: 

e To assist local poultry associations to promote, protect, and develop purebred 
poultry. 

Eligibility: 

To be eligible, organizations must: 


e be non-profit poultry breeder associations. 


Funding Specifications: 


e Payments are made to associations in the amount of $1.00 per registered 
member, to a maximum of $50 per association. 


e Provides for per diem ($15/day) and travelling expenses for appointed poultry 
judges to attend and judge poultry shows in the province.

Transportation Of Livestock Exhibits Assistance Programs 

Purpose: 

@ To assist members of purebred livestock associations by defraying the 


transportation charges for shipping livestock exhibits to shows of national or 
international repute held outside Ontario. 
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Eligibility: 


In order to be considered for a grant, organizations must: 


e be non-profit breeder associations. 
Criteria: 
e The exhibits attended by breeder associations must be of national or 


international repute. 


Funding Specifications: 


® Grants are paid to purebred livestock associations for up to 50% of shipping 
costs (rail or truck only) and 50% of any prize money awarded. 


e Grants to any one breeder association are restricted to one show per year.

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MINISTRY OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL 


Drinking-Driving Countermeasures Office 
Community Action Grants 


Purpose: 

e To assist community groups and organizations in implementing prevention and 
education activities to reduce impaired driving in their communities. 

Eligibility: 

To be eligible, applicants must: 


e be Ontario-based non-profit organizations wishing to develop a long-term 
program against drinking and driving; 


e be organizations consisting of broad coalitions of local individuals and 
organizations. 
Criteria: 


Projects must meet the following conditions: 


e demonstrate broad-based community support for the group’s activities; 

e be free of any strong affiliation with any commercial enterprise; 

e meet one or more priority funding areas; 

e be able to demonstrate that the capacity exists to successfully carry out the 


program the group wishes to implement; and 


e have a maximum use of local resources to carry out the program. 


Funding Specifications: 


e Funds are available for project materials, advertising and promotional 
campaigns, personnel and benefits (up to one-third of total grant funding), 
rentals of office equipment and space, office supplies and materials, and travel 
(in Ontario only). 


e Programs that are local in scope will be eligible for grants of up to $10,000 
depending on the size of the community affected and the specific design of the 
project.

e Programs that have a province-wide scope and are conducted by an 
organization with a provincial mandate will be eligible for grants of up to 
$40,000.

Interdivisional Grants Committee 

Non-Statutory Grants Programs 

Purpose: 

e Non-statutory grants (those created at the discretion of the Minister, rather 


than by statute) are given for projects consistent with the Ministry’s mandate 
and strategic objectives. 


e The mandate of the Ministry of the Attorney General is to provide “an 
accessible and fair justice system which reflects the needs of the people it 
serves." 

e The strategic objectives of the Ministry focus on serious crime, a smaller and 


more efficient justice system, equitable access and treatment, reduced reliance 
upon incarceration, respect for victims, and increased emphasis on crime 
prevention and community policing. 

Eligibility: 


To be eligible for funding, organizations must: 


e be non-profit; 
e have a mandate consistent with the ministry’s objectives; and 
e not be in receipt of any other funding from the ministry. 


Legislative Research Service Ministry of the Attorney General 
Criteria: 


e Funding should apply to products and services that are of direct value to the 
province of Ontario, although they may be national in scope. 


Funding specifications: 


e Funding is normally available on an ad hoc basis. 
e Non-statutory grants rarely provide total support for a project. 
e Grant amounts vary according to project costs. Grants awarded to eligible 


organizations normally range from $1,000 to $15,000. 


e The availability of funding is extremely limited and not every request that 
meets the ministry’s criteria is funded.

Citizenship Development Branch 
Citizenship Development (CD) Grants 


Purpose: 


To encourage responsible citizenship and full participation as well as to 
promote community initiatives which facilitate the integration of newcomers. 


There are two program categories: Citizenship Development and Newcomer 
Integration. 


Grants support the promotion of cultural sharing and understanding, effective 
leadership and organizational development, voluntarism in the community and 
the piloting of new programs or community service delivery methods, training 
of staff involved in working with immigrants, materials development, and 
needs assessments. 


Eligibility: 


To be eligible for a grant, organizations must: 


e be community-based non-profit organizations or public institutions such as 
boards of education, community colleges, and municipalities; 

e have been in existence at least one full year; 

e be incorporated or seek co-sponsorship from incorporated community 
organizations; and 

e demonstrate commitment and show the capacity to accomplish projects 
successfully with support from communities they serve. 

Criteria: 


Projects must meet the following criteria: 


they must have a specific time frame not exceeding one year; 


they may not duplicate activities or projects already in place in the same 
geographic area or for the same community or clientele; and 


they must be politically nonpartisan.

e The grant provides funding for salaries and other costs directly related to the 
project. Non-profit operating costs of the organization or capital expenditures 
are not funded. 


@ CD grants rarely provide total support for the project, and organizations must 
provide evidence that supplementary support has been secured.

Cultural Interpreter (CI) Service Grant Program 


Purpose: 


e To assist non-English-speaking immigrants who are the victims of wife assault 
to access social, legal, and health care services; and 


e To increase the abilities of workers, professionals and other service providers 
to respond to the needs of the non-English-speaking population in Ontario. 

Eligibility: 

To be considered for a grant, organizations must: 


e be community-based incorporated non-profit organizations with records of 
delivering services within the Ministry’s mandate; 


e through previous activities, have demonstrated evidence of support from the 
immigrant community; 


e have been in existence for at least a year; and 
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° comply with the Ontario Human Rights Code. 
Criteria: 
e Projects must meet program objectives. 


Funding Specifications: 


The CI program provides grants to cover: 


e interpreter services coordination (salary and benefits); 

& interpreter services (salaries and retainer fees for cultural interpreters); 
e clerical support (salary and benefits); 

e training and travel costs related to interpreter services; and 

e overhead and operating costs (space and equipment).

Multicultural Workplace Program (MWP) Coordination Grants 


As of September 1993, this program will be administered by the Ontario Training and 
Adjustment Board instead of the Field Services Branch. 


Purpose: 

& To support community-based groups, boards of education, community 
colleges, or universities involved in the delivery of MWP programs and 
services. 

Eligibility: 


To be eligible for a grant, organizations must:

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e be community-based non-profit organizations, boards of education, community 
colleges, or universities. 


Criteria: 


Projects must meet the following conditions: 


e demonstrate an understanding of a planned approach to organizational change; 
and 
e demonstrate the capacity to manage the program, supervise staff paid through 


the grant, and manage the grant funds successfully. 


Funding Specifications: 


e Up to $40,000 is available. 


e All eligible applicants will be considered on program criteria, needs, and 
priorities at local, regional, and provincial levels, and according to the funds 
available. 

e For 1993-94, provincial transfer payments available for this program will be 
$270,000.

Field Services Branch 
Community Project Grants (CPG) 


Purpose: 

® To support activities related to the mandate of the Ministry. 

e The Ministry’s mandate is to encourage full, equal, and responsible 
citizenship. 
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Eligibility: 
In order to be considered for a grant, organizations must: 


e be non-profit community based organizations which deliver programs or 
services within the mandate of the Ministry; or 


e be Aboriginal communities and organizations. 


Criteria: 


Eligible project categories include the following: 


e skills training; 

e development of multiculturalism and citizenship materials; 

e management internship program; 

e paraprofessional internship training (training for counsellor and interpreter 
positions); 

e multilingual translation and interpretation; 

e organizational development; 

e presentation of multiculturalism events or festivals; and 

e purchase of resource materials and equipment.

Ontario Settlement and Integration Program (OSIP) 


Purpose: 


e To provide operational funding to programs for immigrants and refugees and 
community-based settlement and integration services. 


e Settlement and integration services and programs assist immigrants and 
refugees with their settlement needs and enable them to participate in life in 
Ontario. 

Eligibility: 


To be considered for a grant, organizations must: 

e be incorporated as non-profit organizations; 

e design their programs and services for residents of Ontario; 
e follow the Human Rights Code; 


e have successfully provided or coordinated direct settlement and integration 
services for two years; and 


e provide or support the provision of ongoing settlement and integration services 
as their main priority. 
Criteria: 


e The OSIP program allows organizations to apply for one of three funding 
program categories: 
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e direct delivery of settlement and integration services; 


e coordination and support for settlement and integration 
services; and 


e newcomer language and orientation classes. 


Funding Specifications 


e All three funding categories can receive a maximum of $95,000. 
e Grant amounts are based on the following factors: 
e the scope of the programs and services; 
e whether other organizations are providing similar services; 
e the needs and priorities identified in a particular region or ethnocultural 
group; and 
e current year funds available to the Ministry.

Native Community Branch 
Economic and Organizational Human Resource Development Initiative 
Purpose: 


e To build and strengthen human resource capacities for economic and business 
development within Aboriginal organizations. 


e To broaden and increase the human resource base in Aboriginal organizations 
implementing self-government. 


e To strengthen the abilities of Aboriginal organizations to respond to economic 
issues related to the Constitution and the Statement of Political Relationship. 


e To increase the capacity of capital corporations (those that lend capital to 
businesses). 
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Eligibility: 

In order to be considered for a grant, organizations must: 

@ be designated Aboriginal capital corporations or provincial/territorial 
organizations (PTOs). 

Criteria: 

Projects must: 


e be management training initiatives designed to build and strengthen human 
resource capacities; 


e be of reasonable duration (one year) to allow for optimum skills development; 
and 
e be ready to start immediately. 


Funding Specifications: 


e The maximum grant amount is $46,000. 

e Unused funds must be returned. 

e The total budget allocation is now under review. 
e Funding allowed for one project at a time.

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Ontario Aboriginal Economic Development Program (OAEDP) 
Purpose: 


e To support Aboriginal people and Aboriginal institutions in meeting their 
specific economic goals towards economic self-reliance. 


e To assist Aboriginal people and Aboriginal institutions to access existing 
economic development resources in the public and private sector. 


e To evaluate and develop territorial development opportunities of eligible 
organizations. 

e To design a regionally appropriate distribution of resources. 

Eligibility: 


Eligible organizations include: 

e community-based groups, First Nations, Metis Nations, Aboriginal 
communities, tribal councils, and Aboriginal organizations. 

Criteria: 


e Projects must meet objectives of the program. 


Funding Specifications: 

e OAEDP is an annual program with funding of $1.5 million. 

e Starting in 1992 and continuing for three years, $300,000 will be available for 
territorial development initiatives, and the balance ($1.2 million) will be 
available for economic development initiatives. 

e Developmental funds can only be used for territorial development initiatives 
and for individual community initiatives.

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Ontario Native Community Infrastructure Program (ONCIP) 

Purpose: 

e To assist Aboriginal communities and organizations to develop community 
centres across Ontario to promote and enhance social and cultural activities. 

Eligibility: 

In order to be considered for a grant, organizations must: 


e be local Aboriginal non-profit organizations, local development corporations, 
or friendship centres; 


e be incorporated at least two years before applying; and 

e demonstrate sound financial management capability. 

Criteria: 

e Community centre project funding is restricted to community halls and 


recognized friendship centres. 
e Eligible activities include construction, acquisition, expansion, and renovation. 
e Eligible expenses for community centres include professional fees, site office 
rental, construction, and site preparation. 
Funding Specifications: 


e Maximum support for community halls and friendship centres may be 75% of 
eligible project costs, to a maximum of $250,000. 


e Assistance for feasibility studies may be 75% of eligible project costs, to a 
maximum of $50,000. 


e A prorating formula shall be applied to determine eligible costs and total 
eligible project value.

The Native Small Business Centres Program (NSBC) 

Purpose: 


e To assist Aboriginal communities and organizations develop economic 
infrastructure projects in Ontario. 


e To develop small business centres and business parks as a component of their 
overall economic development strategy. 

Eligibility: 

To be considered for a grant, applicants must: 


e be local Aboriginal non-profit community organizations or local development 
corporations; and 


@ have been incorporated for at least two years before applying and have 
demonstrated sound financial management capability. 

Criteria: 

e Projects must be economic infrastructure projects and include activities such as 
construction, acquisition, expansion, or renovation. 

Funding Specifications: 


e Maximum funding for economic infrastructure projects may be 75% of 
eligible project costs, to a maximum of $250,000. 


e Assistance for feasibility studies may be 75% of eligible project costs, to a 
maximum of $50,000. 


e A prorated formula shall be applied to determine eligible costs and total 
eligible project value.

Office For Disability Issues 


Access Fund 


The Access Fund is currently being revised. As of September 1, 1993, some of the 
information given below may have changed. 


Purpose: 

e The Access Fund, a joint program of the Ontario Office for Disability Issues 
and the Ontario Office for Seniors’ Issues, is intended to increase physical 
access by disabled persons and senior citizens to existing community meeting 
rooms and public facilities. 

Eligibility: 

In order to be considered for a grant: 


e organizations must be private and non-profit; 


e organizations must be incorporated for at least one year prior to applying for 
an Access Fund grant; and 


e municipally-sponsored elderly persons’ centres and disabled persons’ centres 
may also be eligible. 

Criteria: 

Examples of project costs eligible for funding are: 

e construction costs directly associated with the project; 

e costs relating to relocation or adjustment to fixed furnishings, fittings, and 
equipment permanently installed in the facility in order to make an area 


accessible; and 


e other costs such as tendering costs, professional fees, and municipal inspector 
fees may also be eligible. 
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Funding Specifications: 
e One grant per year will be approved for any applicant. 


e Other eligible organizations may receive a grant of up to 50% of approved 
costs, to a maximum of $40,000 per project. 


e Organizations whose primary mandate is to provide services to disabled 
persons or senior citizens, and who do not receive regular or ongoing sources 
of operating or capital funding from provincial or federal ministries or 
departments, are eligible to receive an Access Fund grant of up to 90% of 
approved costs, to a maximum of $40,000.

Community Action Fund—Project Funding 

Purpose: 

e To enable organizations and coalitions of persons with disabilities to improve 
their capacity to undertake advocacy activities, to stimulate long-term planning 
and program development, and to support consumer-oriented leadership. 

Eligibility: 

To be eligible, consumer organizations and coalitions must: 


e be based, registered, and incorporated for at least five years in Ontario and 
use facilities and services in the province; 


e have a governing structure in which consumers have at least a 75% majority 
representation; 
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e comply with the Ontario Human Rights Code; 
e be a recognized voice of persons with disabilities; 
e not undertake nor seek funding from other Ontario ministries for direct 


program or service delivery; and 

8 where possible and appropriate, be cross-disability (represent many 
disabilities) in nature. 

Criteria: 


In order for applications to be considered, projects must: 


® promote the goals of equality and the full participation of persons with 
disabilities; 

e respond to a demonstrated need; 

e avoid duplicating an activity in a geographical area; 

e not require ongoing funding from an Ontario government ministry or agency. 


Funding Specifications: 


® Eligible organizations that advocate on behalf of a segment of the disabled 
population or are issue-specific coalitions may receive up to $40,000. 


e Eligible organizations and coalitions that advocate on a cross-disability basis 
may receive up to $75,000.

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Community Action Fund—Consumer Advocacy 

Purpose: 

To assist organizations in undertaking initiatives that promote the goals of equality and 
the full participation of persons with disabilities in Ontario’s social and economic life. 
Initiatives by consumer organizations are given top priority. 

Eligibility: 


In order to be considered for a grant, organizations must: 


be incorporated and non-profit; 

e operate under an accountable governing structure; 

e comply with the Ontario Human Rights Code; 

e demonstrate that the usual operation of their organization is not dependent on 


this grants program; and 


e undertake the project in Ontario. 


Criteria: 
Projects must meet the following conditions: 
e be time-limited; 


e promote the goals of equality and the full participation of persons with 
disabilities; and 


e respond to a demonstrated need. 


Funding Specification: 


e Grant amounts vary with project costs and the amount of funds allocated to the 
program.

Community Action Fund—Women With Disabilities/Victims Of Abuse 

The Community Action Fund For Women with Disabilities and Victims of Abuse is 
currently being revised. As of December 31, 1993, the information given below may 
no longer be applicable. 


Purpose: 


e To reduce the incidence of abuse against women with disabilities and to 
provide support to abuse victims. 


® The fund provides financial assistance for prevention initiatives of two kinds: 


. projects which enable women with disabilities to take control of their 
own lives; and 


° projects which will bring together women with disabilities and 
community service providers by means of awareness-raising activities. 


Eligibility: 


In order to be considered for a grant, organizations must: 


e be incorporated as non-profit organizations; 

e operate under accountable governing structures; 

& comply with Ontario Human Rights Code; 

e demonstrate that their usual operation is not dependent on this grants program; 
and 

e undertake the project in Ontario. 

Criteria: 


Projects must meet the following criteria: 
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e be time-limited; 


e promote the goals of equality and the full participation of persons with 
disabilities; and 


e respond to a demonstrated need. 


Funding Specifications: 


e Grants vary with project cost and the amount of funds allocated to the 
program. 


e The budget allocated for 1993-94 fiscal year is $256,530.

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MINISTRY OF COMMUNITY AND SOCIAL SERVICES 


Child Care Branch 
Wage Subsidy 


The Wage Subsidy Program aims to improve salaries of the employees of the non- 
profit child care sector. The program has three funding areas: 


e Child Care Direct Operating Grants; 
e Child Care Wage Enhancement Program; 


e Provider Enhancement Grant for Non-Profit Home Child Care Agencies. 


Child Care Direct Operating Grants 

Purpose: 

e To enhance staff salaries and benefits and provide payments without raising 
fees to parents. 

Eligibility: 


Child Care programs which meet the following requirements are eligible to receive 
direct operating grants: 


e programs operated by approved corporations (licensed non-profit child care 
programs the ministry purchases for families in economic need), municipalities 
or Indian bands; or 


@ programs incorporated under the auspices of a church denomination or other 
religious organization; or 


e programs operating as non-profit agencies under a special bill of the Ontario 
Legislature or Federal Parliament. 

Criteria: 

e Eligibility for direct operating grants for newly established or changing non- 


profit programs will be established on November 30th of each year, in order 
for the program to receive funds for the following year. 
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e Each program must determine the distribution of grant funds between staff 
salaries and benefits. 


® Priority will be given to improving salaries. 


Funding Specifications: 


e Individual full-time staff members in non-profit programs are eligible to 
receive increases in salary and benefits of $5,500 (maximum) annually. 


e Staff who work fewer hours are eligible to receive a prorated amount.

The following descriptions provide more detail for each of the four components of the 
Community Partners Program: 


Community Housing Services and Advocacy 


Purpose: 


@ To help Ontarians secure housing and try to remove the barriers to more 
affordable, adequate, and accessible housing. 


Eligibility: 


The Community Housing Services and Advocacy program has three 
funding priorities: 


e The program must help people find housing and meet their housing 
information needs. Organizations can carry this out by providing a housing 
registry, by facilitating home sharing, by being a source of housing 
information, and by providing counselling as to how people can help 
themselves find housing. 


e The program should support systemic changes which remove barriers to 
housing. Essentially, this program should bring about change within the 
broader community in order to reap benefits for housing consumers in the 
longer term. 


e Finally, the program must educate and organize tenants. Tenant rights and the 
complexities of tenant-related law require special attention. 
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Criteria: 


Projects and organizations will be selected for funding based on a number of criteria. 
Key criteria include: 


consistency with the Community Partners Program objectives and funding 
priorities; 


breadth of coverage of the proposed activities, both geographically and in 
terms of those served; 


the degree to which consolidation is employed to achieve an efficient use of 
funds; 


appropriateness and efficiency of the proposed budget to accomplish goals; 
provision of performance indicators that are both challenging and realistic and 
that are adequate to evaluate the progress or success of the organization’s 


work; 


demonstrated understanding of housing issues and needs, especially those of 
low-income housing consumers; 


demonstrated understanding of how to provide services, undertake advocacy, 
and/or organize tenants; 


association with, or compatibility with, other local, regional, and provincial 
housing activities; 


elimination of duplication of activities of other housing organizations; and 
experience, abilities, resources, and appropriateness of the applicant 


organization insofar as these factors can contribute to the success of the 
proposed activities. 


Funding Specifications: 


This program aims to maximize the efficient use of public funds in the service 
of low-income housing consumers. Efficiency is important to this program, as 
the total amount of available funds is being reduced from last year. 


Funding is provided on the basis of a geographic distribution model to ensure 


a reasonable, fair, and equitable distribution of funds across the province. 
Maximum funding amounts are established for regions, counties, and districts. 
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e The table on the following pages indicates how the Community Housing 
Services and Advocacy component of the Community Partners Program 
allocates its funding in accordance with geographic distribution.

° the Community Development Program;

The Jobs Ontario—Community Action Program should attempt to include:

e cooperatives; 

e cultural and arts groups; 

e Francophones; 

e ~ labour; 

@ persons with disabilities; 

e social development groups; 

3 women; and 

e racial and ethnocultural groups. 


Applicants must be financially accountable and be acknowledged representatives of a 
community. Communities must also demonstrate some readiness to initiate projects, 
have a Structure in place — or put one in place — to lead and manage the activities 
and account for finances received from the province and from community sponsors. 


Funding Specifications: 


e This program provides $300,000,000 over three years for community 
development and community capital projects. Projects will vary in size 
depending on the community and its needs. While no project is too small, 
there is an upper limit for provincial funding. 


e It is expected that projects will be supported by other sources of funding in 


addition to the provincial government, and the community itself is expected to 
contribute to its project either in-kind or in cash. 
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e For a community development project, provincial support is available for up to 
one-third of the cost of a project with $300,000 being the maximum cost of 
any project. In smaller communities (population under 10,000) support is 
available for up to 50% of the project cost. Communities may contribute in- 
kind for their share. 


% A group of communities that chooses to combine its efforts into one project 
rather that submit separate applications may be eligible to be sponsored for a 
maximum project size of $500,000.

Community Development 

Community Development will help communities strengthen the skills they need to 
prepare and act on economic development plans. The province will share costs for 
projects of up to $300,000 for strategic planning that will unite a community behind 
shared goals. 


This program is specifically designed to provide assistance for: 


e development of leadership and organizational skills; 
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@ Studies and research; 

® investor searches; 

e feasibility studies; 

e promotion and marketing; and 
e non-capital projects. 


Funding is available in four areas: 


e Community Vision, Priority Setting, and Action Plans; 
e Building and Strengthening Community Organizations; 
e Special Research and Marketing Activities; and 

e Community Economic Development Projects/Events. 


Community Capital 


Community Capital will provide support to a Government of Ontario maximum 
contribution of $3,000,000 for capital infrastructure projects that meet a community’s 
priorities. 


Projects are intended to contribute to economic growth in the community and are 
expected to become self-financing once funding expires. Projects could be initiatives, 
such as community-sponsored training facilities, the construction or renovation of 
infrastructure directly related to future employment, or renovation of a key cultural 
asset. 


Community Financing 


Community Financing provides the opportunity for communities to raise money from 
local investors in order to encourage loans and equity investments in small and 
medium size businesses by establishing community loan funds ($500 to $15,000) and 
community investment share corporations (up to $500,000). The Province provides 
loan and equity guarantees for loan and equity capital invested in small and medium 
size businesses. 


Community financing will help communities mobilize their financial resources and 


assist members of a community who have good entrepreneurial ideas but no access to 
traditional financial institutions.

Purpose: 

e Non-statutory grants provided by the Ministry of Natural Resources assist the 
Ministry’s interest in partnerships by sharing with organizations and groups 
the cost of managing the province’s natural resources.

management by providing the opportunity for increased or expanded client 
Satisfaction or service improvement. 


Eligibility: 
In order to be considered for a grant, organizations: 


@ may be non-profit or for-profit organizations that contribute to furthering the 
goals and objectives of the Ministry; and 


e must account for the management of public funds entrusted to them. 


Criteria: 

Projects must meet the following criteria: 

e they may not identify a specific beneficiary group; and 

e they must be reviewed to ensure that short-term use of natural resources will 
not impair the potential for their use by future generations, nor adversely 
affect the environment. 

Funding Specifications: 


e Non-statutory grants are reviewed annually to ensure that benefits are achieved 
and continue to be relevant. 


e Maximum three years funding for approved projects.

Supplementary Northern Assistance Program (SNAP)

e The program aims to improve the quality of life in northern communities by 
increasing awareness of health, social, arts, and cultural services.

Eligibility: 


e Non-volunteer organizations fully funded by government or its agencies

& The health, social, arts, or cultural service event must be hosted in Ontario. 

@ All events must benefit the general public but may be targeted to a specific 
audience.

e When applications are of equal cultural or artistic merit, preference will be 
given to the applicant that must travel the farthest or incur the greatest travel 
expense. 

e Professional associations are not eligible for grants.
